THE BRUTAL SHANNON,

From the Cincinnati Gazetie, 
Tiik SACK OF LAWRENCE. 

We had, yesterday, the pleasure of a visit from | 
Mr. W. Y. Roberts, Lieutenant Governor of Kansas. 
Ife was at Lawrence when U.S. Marshal Donelson 
and Sheviff Jones entered the place, and when the 
latter with his posse destroyed the two printing 
presses and the Free State Llotel. When Sheriff 
Jones was asked by Gén.Pomeroy and Lieut. Gov. 
Roberts for the authority under which he was 
acting, be replied thathe was Sheriff of Douglas 
county, and Deputy U.S. Marshal, that the print- 
ing presses and the hotel had been indicted by the 
Grand Jury as nuisances, and that Judge Lecompt 
had issued the order for their destruction. Four 
cannon were placed, opposite the hotel, about a 
hundred feet distant, and the eannonading begun. 
The first two shots missed the building, a large 
four story stune building, altogether! Thirty- 
four shots were fired in all, but the balls made 
little impression ou the walls, An attempt was 
then made to blow it up with gunpowder, and two 
kegs were placed in the cellar, but this also failed. 
Finally a fire was kindled inside and the house 
burned down. Goy. Robinson’s houve was also 
burned, although no indictment had been found 
against it, and Judge Lecompt had issued no order 
fur its destruction. Every house intown but one 
was plundered !

On Tuesday, the 20th, a large force of 
Law-and-Order men having gathered in and aroun 
Lecompton, the Marshal ordered the different 
camps to consentrate about two miles this side of 
Lawrence, 89 as to be ready fer the execution of 
his immediate demands upon the peeple of Law 
renee. At this order we left our sanctum and pro- 
veeded to the encampment, equipped for the ocea- 
siun, and here begins our notice : 


Tuespay, May 20—1 vo’ elock. 

This encampment consists of about 50 tents and 
upward of 400 men. All have made up their minds 
to fight desperate in case of resistance. 

2. o'clock. —Orders were received to march at 
three—teuts stuck, wagens loaded and all were 
upon the move at the appeinted time. Three pice- 
es of cannon, with 150 additional men were in the 
read a short distance off to join us.

The vioceeding which ended in 
this Constitution were initiated by the military 
Governor there, acting under the exigency ot the 
hour. The instance may not be identical in all 
respects with that of Kansas: but it displaces com- 
pletely one of the assumptions which Kansas now 
encounters, and it also shows completely the dis- 
position to relax all rule, under the exigency of 
the hour, in order to do substantial justice. 

But there isa memorable instance, which con 
tains in itself every element of irregularity which 
you denounce in the proceedings of Kansas. Mich- 
igan, now cherished with such pride as 4 sister 
State, achieved admission into the Union in persis- 
tent defiance of all rule. Do you ask for prece- 
dents? Here is a precedent for the largest lati- 
tude, which you, who profess a deference to prece- 
dent, cat.not disown. Mark now the stages of this 
vase. The first proceedings of Michigan were 
withvat any previous enabling Act of Congress; 
and she presented herself at your door with a Con- 
stitution thus formed, and with Senators chosen 
under that Constination geet as Kansas now. 
This was in December, 1835, while Andrew Jack- 
son was President. By the leaders of the Democ- 
racy at that time, all objection for alleged defects 
of form was scouted, and language was employed 
which is strictly applicable to Kansas. There is 
nothing new under the sun; and the very objection 
of the President, that the application of Kansas 
proceeds from “persons acting against authorities 
duly constituted by Act of Congress,” was hurled 
against the application of Michigan, in debate on 
this floor, by Mr. Hendricks of Indiana. This was 
his language: 


“But the people of Michigan, in presenting their 
Senate and ones of Representatives as the logis- 
lative power existing there, showed that they had 
trampled upon and violated the laws of the United 
States establishing a Territorial Government in 
Michigan. These laws were, or ought to be in 
fall force there; but, by the character and position 
assumed, they had set . a Government antagonist 
to that of the United States.”—[Congress. Dep., 
Vol.:22, p. 288, 24th Congress, Ist session. 

To this impeachment Mr. Benton replied in these 
effective words : 

“Conventions were original acts of the people. 
Whey depended upon inherent and inalienable 
rights. The people of any State may at any time 
meet in Convention, without a law of their Legis- 
lature, and without any provision or against any 
provision in their Constitution, and may alter or 
abolish the whole frame of Government as they 
please, The sovereign —_ to govern themselves

. But the action of this Convention was not 
generally satisfactory, and in order to effect an ad- 
mission into the Union, another Convention was 
called by the people, in their sovereign capacity, 
without any authority from State or Territorial 
Legislature; nay, sir, according to the language ol | 
the present President; ‘against authorities duly | 
coustituted by Act of Cungsess;” at least as much 
as the recent Convention in Kansas. The irregu- 
larity of this Convention was increased by the cir-

Senators sit on this floor, by virtue of shat act.— 
Sir, if Michigan is legitimate, Kansas cannot be 
illegitimate. You bastardise Michigan when you 
refuse to recognise Kansas. 

Again, I say, do you require a precedent? I 
give it to you. But | will not stake this cause on 
any precedent. I plant it firmly on the fundamen- 
tal principle of American Institutions, as embod 
ied in the Declaration of Independence, by which

viction of those whom God has rendered responsi-

The procesdings of the two Conventions were 
transmitted to President Jackson, who, by mes- 
sage, dated 27th December, 1836, laid them both 
betore Congress, indicating very clearly his desire 
to ascertain the will of the people, withcut regard 
to form. The origin of the popular Convention 
he thus describes : 

“This Cunvention was not held or elected by vir- 
ewe of any act of the Territorial or State Legisla- 
ture. It originated from the People themselves 
and was chosen by them in pursuance of resolu- 
t:o8 adopted in primary assemblies held in the re- 
spective counties,”’—|Sen. Due,, 2d sess. 24th Con., 
Jol. 1, No. 36. 

And he then declares that, had these proceed- 
ings come to him during the recess of Congress, 
he should have felt it his duty, on being satisfied

They could neither be 
chosen without writs issued by its authority, nor 
assemble when chosen, but under the same au- 
thority. The Conventivuns, on the contrary, were 
chosen and assembled, either in pursuance of ree- 
ommendations from Congress, or from their own 
bodies, or by the discretion and common consent 
of the people. They were held even whilst a legal 
Assembly existed, Witness the Convention held 
at Richmond, in March, 1775; after which period 
the legal constitutional Assem!y was convened in 
Williamsburgh, by the Governor Lord Dunmore.
